PERSONAL INJURY CASE PLOT. 


City and State’s Attorney Hope for In- 
dictments in Alleged Attempt to 
Defraud Municipality. 


Details of a pleot-to defraud the city by 
means of bogus suits for personal injury are 
In the possession of City Attorney Smiulski, 
and evidence of it will be given to the state’s 
attorney today. If the public prosecutor 
@eems the evidence sufficient the matter will 
be taken before the grand jury at once. Be- 
fore the investigation is ended it is expected 
géeveral attorneys who have commenced per- 
sonal damage suits in the interests of sup- 
poeed clients will be involved in conspiracy 
indictments. 

The recently discovered plot is said to be 
similar in many respects to the so-called 
* Grabowski’’ case, prosecuted a few years 
ago, and in which several persons were con- 
victed, and at least one of them sentenced to 
the penitentiary. Their fate is said to have 
checked the operations of the damage suit 
swindiers for a time, but the evidence in pos- 
session of the city attorney is said to show 
that there has been a revival in the industry. 

Mr. Smulski visited the state’s attorney’s 
Office yesterday morning and is said to have 
given that official an outline of the evidence 
in his possession.

IN A NEW DRESS. 


Chicago Railways Company Is 
Incorporated but the 99 
Year Act Remains. 


PROMISES ARE LIBERAL. 


Aldermen Think New Move Is 
_ Intended to Place Them 
a Bad Light. | 


With the tncorporation yesterday at 
Springfield of a new street railway operating 
company—the Chicago Railways company— 
the Union Traction interests now offer the 
city immediate settlement and the “ best 
modern service.” 

To secure this the council must cease to 
demand a waiver of ninety-nine year rights. 
The inducements are made as strong as possi- 
ble without granting any of the things for 
which the city has been contending. The 


issue is made plain. 
statements—one from the traction organ- 
izers, the other from the city—it is explained. 


Both Sides of the Story. 

R. R. Govin—It is up to the aldermen now. 
It is possible for them to secure immediate 
settlement of the traction problem and to 
get for the city the best and most modern 
street car service in the country. They 
can get these things now, or by demanding 
a waiver of the ninety-nine year rights of 
bondholders in the underlying companies 
they can delay the settlement for years. It 
is for them to decide. : 

Ald. Frank I. Bennett—This new company 
can be of service in one way. It can pur- 
chase the property rights of all the various 
interests in the companies. It can assume 
ali the obligations. It can come before the 
council as a corporation recognizing that all 
grants have expired. It can get a new grant 
by agreeing that after it has made a fair 
profit on its investment the city shall get the 
rest. It can take care of its obligations, its 
operating expenses, its bonds and interests, 
and make a fair profit, and give the city the 
surplus. In that way this company can be 
of service. There will be no yielding on the 
part of the city so far as the ninety-nine year 
question is concerned. 


City Cannot See 


The incorporation of the new company is 
announced as a movement of great import- 
ance, executed by Alfred L. Skitt, the Man- 
hattan traction organizer, backed by all the 
various eastern interests. It is announced 
as a company which ultimately may be oper- 
ating all the street railways in Chicago and 
for miles around. City officials fail to, see 
in what way it has advanced the prospects 
of settlement in any material manner. The 
old questions still remain. The only thing 
the new company offers, they. assert, is a 
method of financing the deal after all the 
problems have been settled and the fran- 
chises have been extended. 

It is regarded also as a clever bit of work 
on the part of the traction interests to place 
the aldermen in the position of rejecting a 
seemingly advantageous offer, full of bene- 
fits to citizens who now cling to straps in 
street cars, and of rejecting it for the sake 
of certain principles which may not appeal 
strongly to the “ strap holder.” 

The new company was incorporated yester- 
day in Springfield with a nominal capitaliza- 
tion of $10,000. This capital is nominal be- 
cause the company is an experiment and to 
have incorporated for millions would have 
cost thousands in incorporation fees. If the 
experiment proves successful the’capital will 
be increased at once to $5,000,000. 


Officers of NewCorporation. 

Mr. Skitt will be president of the new con- 
cern, and H. B. Hollins, Joseph Auerbach, 
and R. R. Govin will be on the board of di- 
rectors. John M. Roach would be retained 
as operating head of the company, it is an- 
nounced, and W. W. Gurley as counsel. The 
incorporators were named as Nathan C. 
Johnston, William E. Cooper, and Archibald 
C. Thiselton. 

A meeting of the beard of directors of the 
Union Traction company was held in the 
afternoon and the resignation of Mr. Hollins 
was accepted, he taking his place on the 
board of directors of the new company. At 
this meeting there were present: Joseph 
Downey, Jesse Spalding, W. F. Harrity of 
Philadelphia, Mr. Hollins, John V. Clarke, 
John M. Roach, John Lambert, Henry G. 
Foreman, and Walter H. Wilson. 

After the meeting it was announced tha 
the new company would be in a position to 
act only after the city and the Union Trac- 
-tion company had settled their differences, 
and after the receivership had been dissolved. 
When the franchises have been granted, it 
was said, the new company will proceed to 
take the property and obligations, the leases 
and grants, and operate street cars as a leas- 
ing and operating company. 

It was not intended, it was stated, to have 
the new company figure in the franchise 
negotiations. The Chicago Railways com- 
pany offers the money to carry out the pro- 
visions of the grants after the Union Trac- 
tion company has secured them. 


No Watered Stock, Says Govin. 

“This will be a company in which there 
will be no watered stock,’’ said Mr. Govin. 
“Every dollar of capital will be paid up. 
It will pay up the indebtedness of the old 
companies and will raise the money neces- 
sary to reéquip the traction lines in the best 
manner possible.” 

Ultimately, it is asserted, the company will 
be operating all the street railway lines in 
the city and many that extend into otner 
counties. 

This purpose is outlined in the articles of 
incorporation, which set out that the com- 
pany is formed “ to construct, own, purchase, 
lease, or otherwise acquire street railroads 
in Chicago, and in the counties of Cook, Lake, 
McHenry, Du Page, and Will.” 

It has been given as a possibility that the 
new company might go before the council 


without claims or conditions, independent 
of the Union Traction company or any of its 
entanglements, 

“There is no question,” said one of the 
aldermen, “that the people will. find the 
proposition alluring, and the position of the 
committee will be made the harder for that 
reason. And that is just the way in which the 
traction people want the situation.”

‘* My daughter was, after her mother, first 
among the many noble and consecrated wom- 
en I have been permitted to know during 
the fifty years of my public life. Her loss 
is. irreparable, but so much more need is 
there for me, for you, and for us all to go on 
with our work for God and the blessing of 
our fellow men. This, however, my heart 
may bleed, is my purpose so long as He may 
be pleased to prolong my life. © : 

* The blow will fall with intense severity on 
Commander Booth-Tucker and on my offi- 
cers' and soldiers in America, for whom 
my daughter has fought and toiled so long. 
In the midst of my own sorrow my heart 
goes up to God on their behalf. Pray for 
them. Meanwhile, Iam trusting for strength 
to go on with my own duties and praying 
that our great agency of alleviating the 
sorrows of the suffering world may not be 
hindered by this visitation.” 


Woman Describes the Wreck. 


‘Ensign Dammes, who has acted as private 
secretary to Mrs. Booth-Tucker, last even- 
ing told the story of the wreck. 

“We left Kansas City about 6 o’clock in 
the evening,’’ ‘she said, ‘“‘ and Consul Booth- 
Tucker and I had gone ahead into a tourist 
sleeper which was to be hauled as a dead 
car. When the train left Fort Amity we 
had tried to get berths In the Pullman sleep- 
ers, but all had been taken and we had to 
travel in a tourist car. 

“ After we left Kansas City we were told 
that there was room for us in one of the 
Pullmans, but as the tourist sleeper ahead of 
the Pullman was unoccupied Mrs. Booth- 
Tucker went into it for the sake of quiet. 
In the evening she dictated a number of let- 
ters to me and made notes concerning mat: 
ters on which she intended tw consult her 
husband on her arrival in Chicago. 

** While I was receiving her dietation she 
asked about a certain paper to which she 
wanted to refer and I went back into the 
other sleeper to get it. When I returned I 
found that Col. Holland had entered the car 
and had taken the seat at Mrs. Booth-Tuck- 
er's side. They were talking earnestly and I 
took a seat on the opposite side of the car 
Then the porter came and told us that our 
berths in the Pullman car were ready and I 
went back to see to the baggage. 


Told Leader Is Dead. 


“TI had only been in the Pullman car for a 
few seconds when the crash came. The car 
swayed violentiy, arid when the motion had 
ceased I hurried out to find Mrs. Booth- 
Tucker, for I wanted to tell her that I had 
not been injured. The first thing I heard 
es _— the consul and the colonel had been 
ed. 

“Men were working on the wrecked cars, 
and finally they found Col. Holland and then 
Mrs. Booth-Tucker. Both were unconscious, 
but Col. Holland was.groaning and mo 
about. Mrs. Booth-Tucker was .perfe@@y 
still. They carried them into the station near 
where the wreck had happened, and there 
Mrs. Booth-Tucker died without regaining 
consciousness. Col, Holland, I am told, may 
recover. 

“It has been said that Mre. Booth-Tucker 
prayed before she died. Thisis untrue. She 
did not speak a word after she was taken out 
of the wreck. I knelt over her when the doc- 
tor said she was dying and prayed for her, 
but she did not recognize me. Brig. Gen. 
George H.. Harris and Ingpector General 
Charlies H. Durand of the District of Colum- 
bia militia also were with her when she died.”’ 

C. B. Moore of Lake Forest was a passen 
ger on the wrecked train and he was one of 
, the three men who carried Col. Holland and 
Mrs. Booth-Tucker from the damaged car. 


CAREER OF MRS. BOOTH-TUCKER 


Spent Her Life Working to Uplift the 

_ Poor and Fallen in India and 

in America. 

The second daughterjof Gen. William Booth, 
and considered the brightest of his children, 
Mrs. Emma Booth-Tucker, was born and died 
in the Salvation army. By a strange doinci- 
dence a sketch of her life and work was issued 
on Wednesday by the Salvation army in Chi- 
cago.. It was intended to preface her work in 
Chicago, but in reality it served as her obit- 
wary. 

Emma Booth was her maiden name. She 
was born in Gateshead, England, on Jan. 8, 
1860. While still a child she took an active 
interest in the reformatory work of her 
father, and in 3880 she was given charge of 
the Salvation army's international 
homes in London. Of her work in this field 
her army biographer says: . 
* From childhood she appeared to be gifted 


with an extraerdinary ‘insight into human 


her teens, she had full charge and oversight 
of the many hundreds of young women who 
came for training as officers to the army’s 
great international! training home at London, 
and during the year of her command in this 
most important position hundreds of o 
were sent forth to the arnty’s field who are for 
the most part, a great power for good 
throughout the world.”’ 


' How She Met Her Husband. 


It was at this time that Emma Booth first 
met her future husband. Frederick de La- 
tour Tucker, as his name then was, was a 
judge in India when he chanced one day to 
pick up a copy of the WarCry. Ina month 
he was in England seeking service in the 
Salvation army: Gen. Booth told him to 
return in a year if he were still of the same 
mind. Twelve months later found Mr. 
Tucker still eager for the work and he was 
appointed a petty officer. It was while thus 
engaged that he met Miss Booth and fell in 
love with her. They were married in 1888, 
the bridegroom coupling his wife’s to his own 
name. . ‘ 

The honeymoon was spent in Indla spread- 
ing the work of the Safvationarmy. Success 
marked every effort of the young bride and 
her husband. To the thousands of helpless, 
hopeless poor in the great cities of the far 
east she was known always as Commissionet 
Raheeman—commissioner of mercy. Her 
name is still a household word among those 
she did so much to uplift and encourage. 


Sclvation Work in the Jungles. 


The young couple did not confine their 
work to the cities, but plunged into the 
jungles, living and dressing no better than 
the poorest of those they taught. 

The young commissioners had great en- 
thusiasm, but even greater judgment and 
executive ability, and after a time Gen. 
Booth decided that his daughter and her 
husband were needed more in London than 
in India. 

There, under the old general's watchful 
eyes, his daughter soon disclosed the marked 
ability which at length decided him to send 
the Booth-Tuckers to America in the hope of 
securing greater harmony here. Mrs. Booth- 
Tucker was made consul of the army in the 
United States and was given equal au- 
thority with her husband. They left Eng- 
land in 1896. 

The success of the Booth-Tuckers in India 
was repeated in America, but on an enlarged 
scale. As a public speaker Mrs. Booth- 
Tucker soom made herself known tin the 
country of her adoption, and countless thou- 
sands have been swayed by her eloquence. 
She was well educated, without class preju- 
dice, and as much at home in a fashionable 
residence as in some squalid tenement of the 
slums. High or low she knew how to deal 
with all men and women. 


Mother of Seven Children. 


With all her public cares and manifold 
duties Mrs. Booth-Tucker still found time 
to bring up her children under her own super- - 
vision. In her New York home today seven 
little ones are trying to realize what is death 
and why their mother will never be with 
them again. When the husband and father 
reached Chicago yesterday morning he re- 
ceived a telegram signed by two of his chil- 
dren, Christopher and “ Mottie,’’ expressing 
a wish to be with him, “to put their arms 
around his neck and comfort him.” 


MAY BE RECONCILED BY DEATH. 


Officers of Volunteers of America Be- 
lieve Gen. William Booth and Son 
Ballington Will Come Together. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Oct. 29.—[Special.]—That 
a reconciliation between Gen. William Booth 
and his son, Ballington Booth, may be 
brought about by the death of Mrs. Emma 
Booth-Tucker, is the belief of many members 
of the grand field council of the Volunteers 
of America.

Lipton Withdraws Offer of 


International Yachting 
Trophy for Him. 


MAY ENTER THE MATCH. 


Contest to Be Managed and 
Held by Atlantic and N ew 
York Clubs Jointly. 


LONDON, Oct. 29.—Sir Thomas Lipton has 
definitely withdrawn his offer to present a 
cup for an international transatlantic yacht 
race in 1904, and nas made way for Emperor 
William, who will present a cup through. 
the New York Yacht club and the Atlantic 
Yacht club jointly. 

The desire of the kaiser to offer such a 
trophy became known to Sir Thomas a few 
days ago through the Atlantic Yacht club 
when the German ambassador began nego- 
tlations with the club's officials. 


Lipton Offers to Withdraw. 


Sir Thomas last Tuesday sent a cablegram 
to Emperor William, in .which he offered to 
withdraw his offer of a trophy; and received 
the following in reply yesterday: te 

“I am most grateful for your kind tel 
gram. My offer was not made earlier as 
I was unable to find out whether you intended 
to build for 1904. Consequently I feared 
to disturb your plans in case you were pre- 
paring a new challenge for the America cup.

“So highly developed and complete was 
the form of government adopted by the Iro- 
quois in the eonstitution of the 
of the’ Six Nations, that the claim that the 
Indian constitution was the forerunner, and 
even the foundation, for the adopted form 
of government in the United States is en- 
titled to considerable attention and respect,” 
declared the speaker. 

The lecture was illustrated by lantern 
slides illustrating the present methods of liy- 
ing among the Six Nations.

Meeting to Protest Against 


Labor Bureaus Resorts 
to Mob Violence. 


OVER ONE HUNDRED HURT 


Large Force of Troops Restores 
Order Among Strikers. at 
Bilbao in Spain. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, Oct. 29.—Forty-five policemen were 
wounded and over 100 rioters injured during 
‘encounters in and about the labor exchange 

today. 

The riots started as the result of a meeting 
-0f 6,000 persons, who protested against the 
‘establishment of municipal employment bu- 
reaus. 

The authorities, in anticipation of disorders, 
‘had occupied the place de la Republique and 
the nearby streets with a strong force of 
military and police. 

The meeting was attended by many labor 
organizations, whose members were not In a 
humor for speeches and peaceful measures, 
-80 it was not long before the crowd was about 
, the streets seeking encounters with the police 
‘and the military. 


Crowds Attack Police. 


About 2,000 of them swept into the rue du. 


Chateau d@’Eau, where a formidable barrier 
of police had been drawnup. The remainder 
crowded ‘to the place de la Republique and 
the boulevard Magenta, singing revolution- 
ary songs. A lLeutenant of police and six 
men advanced for the purpose of arresting 
the singers, who resisted, and were support- 
ed by the crowd. A fight followed, but the 
rioters gave way before a charge of the police. 
While the fighting was in progress mem- 
bers of the labor exchange stood at the win- 
dows of that building, encouraging the riot- 
ers and shouting to the police, ‘‘ Assassine,”’ 
** Assassins.’’ 


“Vitriol Thrown from Windows. 

Some of those who took part in the rioting 
threw vitriol from the windows of the ex- 
change, terribly burning the police upon 
whom it fell. The police, infuriated by the 
vitriol throwing, attacked the crowd with- 
out mercy, and the fighting was fierce. 

The crowd was driven back into the ex- 
change, which the police subsequently were 
ordered to clear. They charged into the hall 
with ferocity. Most of the oceupants fled in 
terror, but many fought desperately with 
knives, daggers, revolvers, and sticks. Num- 


bers who fell to the floor bleeding were kicked 


and trampied upon. 

In the meanwhile the mounted republican |. 
guards arrived with drawn swords. The 
rained blows on the escaping fugitives, man 
of whom had heads and arms broken. It is 
asserted that few police who entered the ex- 
change came out without being wounded and 
a dozen are dying from stab wounds. This, 
however, is not confirmed by officials. 


Quiet Restored at Bilbao. 

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

BILBAO, Spain, Oct. 29.—Quiet has been 
restored here after the rioting of yesterday 
and this morning. Gen. @appino marched 
into Bilbao today with an infantry regiment, 
two squadrons of cavalry, and a battery of 
artillery.

The rioters used dynamite in several in- 
atances to blow in the doors of the Jesuits’ 
houses and to destroy the railroad tracks, 
with the object of preventing trains from 
entering Bilbao. Famine prices are already 
being charged for provisions.

were killed and a hundred injured during

COMMITS SUICIDE 


in Allentown, Pa., Kills 
Himself. in Cell.

TELL STORY OF CRIME. 


Police Declare Girl’s Death Caused 
by Family After a Quarrel 
Uver Her Love Affairs. 


Allentown, Pa.,Oct. 29.—[Special.}—Thomas 
Bechtel, arrested in connection with the mur- 
der of his sister Mabel on Tuesday, com- 
mitted suicide this evening in his cell at the 
central police station. 

The police declare this is practically an 
acknowledgment of his guilt. Bechtel had 
laid himself on the bench in his cell and cut 
his thrpat with a knife. How he got the 
knife is not known. He was carefully 
searched when placed in the cell and ne 


effect that a newsboy passed the knife to him 
in the cell. 


Called His Farewell. 

About 4 o'clock Bechtel called across the 
corridor to Alfred Eckstein, Miss Bechtei's 
affianced lover, who is also held pending the 
coroner’s inquest: 

“ Hello, Al, are you there?” 

“ Yes,”’ answered Eckstein. 

Bechtel responded: “I wish you were here 
with me now, that we might die together.” 

These were the last words heard from 
Bechtel. 

The suicide was kept from the other mem- 
bers of the family until the inquest on the 
body of the murdered girl began tonight. 
The announcement was followed by a most 
dramatic scene. 


Police Tell Story of Crime. 

The suicide 6f Thomas Bechtel was fol- 
lowed by the police telling the story of the 
murder of Miss Bechte} as gathered by them. 
Because the girl received the attentions of 
David Weisenberg, to whom the family was 
opposed, they say Thomas Bechtel upbraided 
her upon her return home on Sunday. He 
struck her a powerful blow on the check, 
causing her to fall heavily against a bureau, 
dead. Members of the family heid a council, 
they say, and decided upon the story made 
public, and upon the disposition of the body 

clothing as found. Charles Bechtel’s 
hatchet, it is held, was used in striking a 
blow on the head’of the dead giri to give sem- 
blance of the assault. 

It is believed the body was concealed in the 
home until Monday night, when it was placed 
in the areaway, where it was found Tuesday 
morning. Etkstein knew nothing of the raour- 
der, the police say. 


Entire Family Arrested. 


Information charging murder has been 
lodged against the entire Bechtel family and 
constables were at the mayor's office and 
secured the warrants after the Inquest ad- 
journed. Because of. this fact James L. 
Schaadt, attorney for the Bechtels, refused 
to permit any of his clients to testify. John 
and Charles Bechtel were committed to jail 
fn default of bail to appear as witnesses at 
the inquest tomorrow afternoon. Mrs. 
Bechtel and daughter were allowed to go, no 
bail being demanded in their case. 

The funeral of the murdered girl took place 


/ this afternoon, the services being held at her 


home. It was the intention to have the 
services and interment private, but many 
neighbors, relatives, and friends called at tbe) 
Tome and a steady stream of people enteréa | 
the house and filed past the casket until the 
services began. 

As the girl lay fm the casket her appearance 
told its own story. Both eyes were badly 
discolored, as though they had been struck by 
a clenched fist. There was a big bruise on 
the nose and several smaller ones on the 
cheeks and ear. The worst wound, that on 
the forehead, was hidden by the hair.

ILK is the food supplied by nature 
N\ for the growth and support of the 
young. It ts perhaps the most per- 
fect of all foods, because it contains 
all the elements of nutrition and is 

easily assimilated. 

It is best adapted for the infant and in- 
valid, but as it is deficient in the carbo- 
hydrates it is not adapted for the adult. 

An analysis of milk shows it to be com- 


ally keep the casein from clotting in large 
masses and are also nutritious. 

Buttermilk contains all the elements of 
milk, -except fat. The sourness is due to lac- 
tic acid, which by means of the lactic acid 
bacilli, has changed the lactose to lactio 
acid, and the acidity continues to Increase, 
This change has been hastened by the me- 
chanical ‘process of churning. 

Sour milk has been changed by a natural 
process, of fermentation and verigte

For the benefit of the housekeeper the 
following proportions of soda and sour milk 
are given, a level teaspoon of soda to each 
pint of sour milk.

With Coach “Hurry Up” Yost wearing

ALLIS DENIED BY STAGE. 


CHICAGO COACH ISSUES LONG RE- 
. PLY TO ECKERSALL CHARGES. 


Declares That the Statements of Mich- 
igan Alumni Regarding Special 
Privileges Granted to His Fresh- 
man Quarter Back Are “Unequivo- 
cally False”’—Says MacChesney and 
Roe Sought to Induce Player to Go 
to the University of Aun Arbor. 


Coach Stagg yesterday gave out his ex- 
pected statement in answer to the charges 
made by Messrs. MacChesney and Roe, Mich- 
igan alumni, regarding Walter Eckersall, 
the freshman quarter back of the Chicago 
football team. The Chicago coach practic- 
ally denies the charges in toto. His state 


ment is as follows: 
The affidavits of N. W. MacChesney and Clifford 
Roe, published in Sunday’s papers, seem to 


get through I hope to be abie to throw a great deal 
of light on the matter. 

First of all, I shall take up the facts of Ecker- 
sall’s relations with the University of Chicago, 
which is really the kernel of the whole matter as to 
his eligibility. 


No Examinations Required. 


Regarding the first point of the affidavits: “‘ That 
he (Eckersall) had been assured he could entér the 
University of Chicago without conditions and with- 
out examinations; that Mr. Stagg had arranged 
with a Mr. Miller for this, and that it would go 
through all right.’’ First of all, as a matter of 
fact, no examinations are required from students 
coming from the Hyde Park High school, and Mr. 
Eckersall was not admitted without conditions. 
All students from the Hyde Park High school, as 
well as from nearly 200 other cojperating schools, 
are admitted without examination on presentation 
of their credits to the dean of affiliations ane co- 
operations. All that was ever advised Mr. Ecker- 
sall on this subject (and.I dij it) was for him to get 
a@ statement of his credits from Hyde Park and 
present them to Dean Miller. The office of the 
dean mentioned handles all admissions, and 
neither I nor any other profeseor could have the 
least Influence on It. 

It is reasonable to believe it would be as easy 
for Mr, Eckersall to enter the university after four 
years of preparation at Hyde Park as for another 
member of the Hyde Park team to enter the Uni- 


versity of Michigan this year after three years of 
| preparation at the same school. 


The dean informs 
me he never saw Mr. Eckersall unti] after his 
credits were sent in. 


Work Out Tuition. 


‘* As to the second point of the affidavit—‘ That 
it would cost him nothing for tuition '—Dr. Good- 
speed, the university registrar, states Mr. Ecker- 
sall is one of 185 students who are working out 
their tuition by doing university service. The 
university provides this means for students in 
moderate circumstances to help to meet their 
tuition fees. The university cannot deny this 
privilege to Mr. Eckerseal!l because of his being 
in athletics when a hundred and eighty-four other 
students are given it. Right here it is important 
to note that the University of Chicago's tuftion fee 
of $120 a year prevents much good athletic material 
from coming to the university, since in the state 
{netitutions the fee is a smal! one or nothing at all. 

third point—* That he would be given 
position as assistant bookkeeper, which would give 
him $40 to $45 a month for one and a half or two 
hours’ work a day.’ This is positively absurd and 
unequivocally false. Eckersall states it Is a Ile. 
He is not doing any work other than his university 
service, nor has he been doing it. I have inquired 
among the various offices of the university and 
find he has not been employed in any one of them. 
Mr. Arnett, the auditor of the university, states 
that he is not on the pay roll of any office. Further, 
I challenge any ohne to produce evidence of any 
such dickering ever having been made with ath- 
letes at the University of Chicago. 


Furnish Board with Training Table. 


The fourth point: ‘ That Mr. Staeg had‘stated 
he could have room ard board at Hitchcock hall 
of the University of Cnicago free of cost during 
the college year, as he would be a candidate for 
all three athletic teams. At the outset this state- 
ment conveysanuntruth. Our college year is forty 
weeks long. Room and board tn Hitchcock hall 
are furnished in connection with the training table. 
Our training table, up to date, has never run 
longer than eight or nine weeks in the fall, and 
from five to eight weeks in the spring, a total 
usually of from fourteen to sixteen weeks. Now 
as to the charge: I never spoke to Eckersal! on the 
subject until several days after the midnigh’ 
visit of MacChesney and Roe at Eckersall’s home, 
and no one did it forme. When it came time for 
the men to go into Hitehcock hall I spoke to 
each one individually about his going to the traifi- 
ing quarters. My conversation with Bckersall 


took place on the athletic field. I gave bim an_ 


order on the registrar’s office for his room, and” 
told him that his board woald cost him $2 a 
week, which he has paid regularty. The practice 
of the athletic department in this matter is as fol- 
lows: Students coming here from other cities 
and regularly living at the university pay a uni- 
form rate of $18 per quarter for their rooms in the 
training quarters and $3 per week for their board. 
Athletes living In the city may live at home if 
they choose, or may come to the training quarters— 
which we prefer them to do.. Those who come from 
their homes in the city are charged $2 per week

COMPANY WITH $30,000,000 © 
TAKES UP TUNNEL BUILDING. 


New Corporation Is Called the Illinois— 
Move Made Necessary by Need of 
More Capital to Carry On Work. 


With a capital stock of $30,000,000 the Illi- 
nois Tunnel company has been incorporated 
at Springfield to succeed the Illinois Tele- 
phone and Telegraph company. The new 
corporation will take over the property and 
grants of the old and will expend the addi- 
tional capital in completing the fifty miles 
of conduit required in the next ten years. 

Telephones will be merely a side issue with 
the company. There is space in the conduits 
for the telephone wires and that is said to be 
the reason the automatic service is being 
promoted. The real object is the transporta- 
tion of freight. 

The capitalization is as large as that of 
some of the large transportation systems of 
the city. The authorized capital of the old 
company. was $5,000,000, and it was estimated 
that $25,000,000 additional would be required 
to complete the work. The incorporation 
fees which are paid to the secretary of state 
were $30,040. The incorporators are named 
as Charles C. Wheeler, Henry A. Wilkening, 
and Thomas A. Moran Jr. 

The objects of the new company, according 
to the articles which have been filed, are “‘to 
furnish, transmit, convey, and. deliver sig- 
nals, sounds, intelligence, packages, mail 
matter, and general merchandise, power, 
heat ,and light by steam, water, air, electric- 
ity, and otherwise, and to acquire, construct, 
dispose of, hold, maintain, operate, and lease 
to or to rent from others all tunnels, instru- 
ments, and appliances and other property, 
re or personal, in carrying out such ob- 

Under its ordinance the Illinois Telephone 
and Telegraph company is required to con- 
struct at least fifty milesof tunnel within ten 
years. Twenty miles of conduit, 6x7 feet in 
bore, have been constructed, and heavy rails 
have been laid for the carrying of freight by 
motor car. The various railroad yards and 
depots, have been connected with this tunnel 
in the downtown section, and plans are ready 
for the extension of the conduits to stock- 
yards and outlying stations. It is for these 
extensions that the capital is necessary. 

President Albert G. Wheeler said that the 
incorporation was along the lines explained 
when the supplemental ordinance of thecom- 
pany was under consideration by the council. 


REVISE PUBLIC LAND LAWS, 
URGES J. E. DEFENBAUGH. 


Blanket Charges of Fraud Are Not Sus- 
tained, Says Editor of Northwestern 


A thorough revision of the government 
scheme of public land office business is ad- 
vocated by J. E. Defenbaugh, editor of the 
Northwestern Lumberman, who recently re- 
turned from a trip through the northwest 
inquiring into the charges of wholesale land 
frauds. 

“ The laws covering the acquisition of pub- 
lic land always have been and are so im- 
perfect as almost to Invite abuse,” declared 
Mr. Defenbaugh yesterday. ‘“ The blanket 
charges of land fraud may, however, be dis- 
missed without much thought. A 

“ Just now the agitation is greatest on the 
Pacific coast, where forest reserves are being 
established on a grand scale. The largest 
alleged frauds, involving, it is said, many 
millions of dollars and numerous public men, 
are in Washington and Oregon. In Minne 
sota it is asserted the timber and stone act 
should be repealed because the land office, 
it is . warged, has been so lax in its admin- 
istration that the purposes of the law con- 
stantly are being thwarted. In the west 
generally the troubles arising from the entry 
laws are complicated with the forest reserves 
and reserve scrip. 

“There is no doubt that much fraud has 
been perpetrated. Enough, at any rate, so 
that many persons came to believe that prac- 
tically all entries under the timber and 
stone act are fraudulent,’”’ continued Mr. 
Defenbaugh. “The blame has been laid 
upon the lumbermen. As a matter of fact, 
there has been much less fraud than supposed 
and what fraud has been practiced has been 
pretty well divided. ee 

“The timber and stohe act contemplates 
what is pretty nearly an tmpossibility—dis- 
tribution among private citizens of the pub- 
lic lands not suitabie for agriculture that are 
valuable for the timber or stone that may 
be-on them. First, we want a reform and 
a unification of the laws; second, a system of 
selecting agents by which they will. be 
chosen for moral and mental fitness rather 
than according to their political pull.”

ADDITION TO PRESENT CLUB- 
HOUSE IS VOTED. 


Uncertainties of Labor Conditions and

The keynote of the discussion was that under 
existing conditions it would be inadvisable to 
undertake now any large and costly improve- 
ments. 

- Labor Troubles Are Feared. 

So far as financial interests are concerned 
the speakers declared there was nothing to 
fear. It was necessary to take into account 
the labor ‘troubles—the unsettled state of 
affairs in the labor world, the high prices 
of building material, and other ob- 
stacles. There seemed also to be a sentiment 
both against leaving the old clubhouse or 
destroying it for the purpose of putting up 
another on the site. It is to remain for a 
time at least, unchanged externally. 

Then the proposition to erect a fifty foot 
addition at the south end of the present 
building, fronting on Fourth avenue, was 
put to a vote and carried unanimously. The 
addition will. be of the same architectural 
style. 

The interior arrangements will be different 
and the present building will be remodeled 
to match. Secretary Greeley said the cost 
had been estimated only in a general way, 
and he declined to give out any figures. 


Membership Limit Is Raised. 
“This addition will increase the facilities 
and available space fully 50 per cent,’’ said 
President Bancroft. “ With 1,200 members, 
the club often is so crowded as to be uncom- 
The waiting list has 500 names 


In connection with the decision to build 
an addition the club also voted to raise the 
membership limit from 1,200 to 1,500. The 
club owns the ground upon which it will 
build.

Sterling promptly fell to a price at which 
gold has. been imported It does not follow 
that gold will be brought here, because there 
is no demand for gold as such, and anything 
else which is cheaper would be equally ac- 
ceptable in the adjustment of accruing cred- 
ite. But the situation now is such as was 
apparent when many were saying that im- 
ports of gold were not to be expected this sea- 
son. Since then our money rates have risen 
and foreign money rates have relaxed rela- 
tively, foreigners taking our commodities, 
especially cotton, at a rate which puts it in 
our power to exact payment according to 
our option.

DECISION IS FOR THE CITY. 


State Supreme Court Finally Rules in 
“Flat Stone and Height of Curb- 
ing” Cases. 


The state Supreme court y ren- 
dered an opinion in the case of the City of 
Chicago against Thomas H. Hulburt which 
definitely disposes of the “flat stone and 
height of curb.” cases. 

Several years ago the Supreme court held 
numerous ordinances which had been passed 
authorizing the construction of certain street 
improvements invalid because they did not 
definitely describe the proposed Improve- 
ment, either as to the number of flat stones 
to be used under the curbing or as to the 
height of the curb, The result was that 
there were defaults made by the city on the 
improvement bonds which amounted to 
nearly $600,000. 

Two yeurs ago new ordinances were passed 
authorizing the levy of additional assess- 
ments against the property which had es- 
caped the payment of Its share of the cost of 
the improvements. The Hulburt was a test 
case to decide the validity of these new pro- 
ceedings. The decision was in favor of the 
city’s contention, and means that all these 
assesements against property that hereto- 
fore has escaped its proper share of the 
cost of these improvements now will be 
forced to pay the assessments.

OTTO YOUNG ACQUIRES WABASH 
AND MADISON CORNER. 


Cash Payment Is to Be Made to Catholic 
Bishop of Chicago and Afterward 
$17,000 Annually for 99 Years—Prop- 
erty Is Known as St. Mary’s Block 
and Will Be Used for Building te

The lease from the Catholic bishop of Chi- 
cago of the property known as the St. Mary's 
block, Wabash avenue and Madison street,

waz consummated yesterday by 8S. Kurz & 
Co. 

Otto Young is owner of the new leasehold. 
and the contract under which the deal was 
made provides that he must pay Archbishop 
Quigley on May 1, 1904, $600,000 in cash, and 
from that time an annual rental of $17,000 


for ninety-nine years. \ 


This is the largest cash payment known 
to have been paid in this city on a ground 
lease, and, taken as a basis for calculation, 
would make the total annual ground rental 
$47,000. This, on the same basis, would give 
the property a valuation of $14,687.50 a front > 
foot for the Wabash avenue frontage, and 
$6,525 a foot for the Madison street frontage, 
a rate of $82 a square foot. 


Will Erect Costly Building. P 

The contract for the building Mr. Young 
proposes’ to construct stipulates that the 
structure be completed by May 1, 1905. It is 
to cost at least $720,000, and probably will 
reach the $1,000,000 mark. 

Much importance is attributed to the fact 
that the $600,000 cash payment is to be made 
in advance. This amount, invested as paid 
in a lump, with interest and compound in- 
terest, will mean considerably more to the 
lessor than the rental mentioned. This fea- 
ture makes the lease unique. 


‘ History of the Property. 

Title to the property originally passed by 
patent May 21, In June, 1836, J. B. 
Beaubien, trustee, bought it for $1,066.67 at a 
sale. The purchase consisted of lot Lin block 
2, 80 feet in Wabash avenue and 180 in Mad- 
ison street. The final certificate of the sale 
was issued to the CathoNc church on Feb. 
24, 1842. 

For many years the ground was occupied 
as the site of St. Mary’s church, but it was 
leased by Marcus C, Stearns and William F. 
Coolbaugh for thirty years on July 25, 1878. 
This lease expires May 1, 1004. The rental 
for the first period of five years was at $8,000 
a year, with a revaluation every five years 
throughout the term. During the last ten 
years, and until May 1, 1904; the rental is 
$25,000 a year. The terms of thé lease re- 
quire that at the Lr gprs of the term there 
shall be appointed appraisers to value the 
land and the building. 


Bishop Required to Purchase. 


The Catholic Bishop of Chicago is required - 
to purchase the building at the figure agreed 
upon by the appraisers as the value, May 1, 
1904, and, failing to do this, is required to 
extend the lease for an additional term of 
twenty years, at a rental of 6 per cent on 


the valuation fixed at each recurring period \ 


of five years. 

Archbishop Quigley has assigned his inter- 
est in the property to Mr. Young, to. take 
effect Nov. 1, 1908, and in doing so already has 
exercised his right to purchase the buildi 
The new landlord will assume control an 
carry out the further requirements of the 
old lease.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 29.—{Special.}— 
Practically every army officer favors the re- 
establishment of the army canteen, and now 
their influence will be backed by the physi- 
cians of the country who are members of the 
American Public Health association, now in 
convention here. This association appointed 
& special committee to investigate the ef- 
fects of the abolition of the canteen. It has 
recommended its reéstablishment, because 
tt was found that the closing of the canteen 
was a distinct detriment to the health and
